Funeral Baked Meats a Large 


of the Ceremony in Corea. 


Corca has buried the Queen Dowager, 


and a letter from the capital city to- 
Frank G. Carpenter says that she was 
planted in great state. It seems that she 
at one time held the seals of State and 
that she made three kings of Corea. She 
was a wouiiin of extraordinary ability 
and the reigning king was her adopted 
son. 
The fuueral procession was ^raud 


in the extreme. The letter describes it 
as follows: 


•Ths proccss'on bearing the body to 


the grave was composed of two parts as 
distinct as life and death. The fore part 
included eatables, beautiful 
banners, 


animals legally caprisoncd, and other 
thiugs making up a miim-rous retinue of 
horse and of foot, as though the Queen 
wore going out to a picnic, llehind this 
was the funeral procession proper, con- 
taining the catafalque, accompanied by 
a large military escort. Many thousands 
of official red" lanterns lighted the pro- 
cession and the King caused certain 
places aloni; the route to be prepared for 
the use of diplomatic representatives 
who desired to see something of Eastern 
pageantry. The American Minister had 
an escort of marines and sailors, and 
several of the former had cameras, but it 
is doubtful whether any good pictures 
were got, owing to the light and to tho 
difficulty of taking them. 
Tiie coffin 


was not placed in the <>round till -1 a. m., 
the opening of a new day, as emblematic 
of the 
new life for the departed.

sumed, the closing ceremonies were 
very simple. 
A bountiful repast was 


spread upon a massive stone tablet in 
front of the mound, and at this time a 
son or near relative of the deceased usu- 
ally bows before the grave.

200 to 300 per cent, ad valorem. This 
goat hair is used almost exclusively in 
making the cheaper kinds of carpets; 
.and it is said by Jlradslrcct's that tho 
domestic supply of it is not 5 per cent 
of the quantity demanded. The larger 
part of it is consumed in Philadelphia; 
and the high tariff carpet manufacturers 
of that city have been to Washington to 
try to get the decision reversed.

Care of Gold Fish. 


Gold fish are very sensitive aud sus- 


ceptible creatures, and should, therefore, 
be treated with great care aud delicacy. 
The globe in which they are kept should 
be capacious; this should be placed on 
a light cheerful position, at the same 
time avoiding the sun, the heat of which, 
intensified by the glass, would be fatal 
to the occupants of the globe. They 
should have a supply of fresh river water 
every day, and when they are removed 
for this purpose a net should be used, 
and not the hand. While being thus re- 
moved they should be put into a bowl of 
fresh water with a few bread crumbs in 
it. and after remaining there an hour 
placed in their usual habitation. In giv- 
ing bread, care must be taken not to 
leave it in the water for any considerable 
length of time, or it will become sour 
and kill the fish. As they are averse to 
noise and violence they should not be 
disturbed by loud shouts and whistling, 
nor should the vessel in which they are 
be shaken. Noisome smells are also fre- 
quently fatal to them. To propagate 
gold fish they must be put into reservoirs 
of considerable depth, in some parts at • 
least shaded here and there with water 
lilies aud constantly supplied with fresh 
water. Care must be taken to collect 
spawn wheu it appears on the surface of 
the water, as otherwise it will be de-' 
stroyed by the fish themselves. This 
spawn should be put into a vessel and 
vivified by the heat.

GENERAL SPINNER. 


The V nr J'orioil Treasurer Crosses t!:o 


Uiirk Itivor. 


Fraiu-is Elias Spinner, who was foi 


many years Treasurer of the United 
States, died in Xew Orleans, of cancer, 
at tho advnnccd age of S!> years. 
His 


curious signature, adopted to make 
imitation ditlieult, which appeared on 
United States cmreucy for so many 
years, was familiar to' the people o"l 
the whole country. 
He was born at 


German Flats (now Mohawk), N. Y., 
in 1802. His father. Jehu Peter Spin- 
ner, was a piiest from Baden, Ger- 
many, who became a Protestant, en- 
tered the ministry and camo to this 
country. 
He became pastor of the 


German Eeformed Church at German 
Flats a'ld Herkimer in 1801. 


He gave his son a most careful edu- 


cation and had him taught two trades 
He first apprenticed him to a confec 
tioner in Albany and then to a saddler 
at Amsterdam. In 1824 the young 
man went into business for himself a 


FRANCIS E. SPISSER. 


Herkimer and prospered. 
He took an 


active interest in politics and was 
elected a deputy sheriff in 1829. He 
devoted much of his attention to the 
militia and ro?e rapidly until in 183J 
ho became a Major General. 
From 


18:i5 to 18:',7 ho was sheriff of the 
county, and in tho two following yeari 
was commissioner for the building oi 
tho State Lunatic Asylum at Utica. 


Later on ho became cashier and then 


president of a bank at Mohawk, a posi- 
tion which he retained for many years. 
In 1845 he was appointed Auditor of 
the Xaval Office and Deputy Naval 
Otlicer in Xcw York, and remained 
there until 1819. 
He was elected to 


Congress as an anti-slavery Democrat 
iu 1851 and became an active Republi- 
can on the organization of that party. 
He was twice re-elected and served in 
Congress from 1855 to 1861. 
During 


his last term he was Chairman of the 
Committee on Accounts. 


On the advent of President Lincoln's 


administration Spinner was appointed 
United States Treasurer by Secretary 
Chase. He served in that capacity 
from March 1C, 1801, to June 30, 1875. 
He was the first man to employ female 
clerks in the Treasury Department. 
Owing to the number of young men 
employed in tho department who joined 
the army at the front many desks were 
made vacant. Mr. Spinner proposed 
to supply their places with women, 
and after encountering much opposition 
he finally succeeded. 


When ill health compelled him to 


retire in 1875 a count of the money in 
his charge showed a discrepancy, but

was correct to n cent. Ho has spent 
much of the time since his resignation 
living in camp at Pablo Beach,

Tho college man 
grips tho handle of his cauo between his 
thumb and forefinger, and in walking 
produces a sort of pendulum movement 
with a stop at every swing, where tho 
point of the cano strikes the pavement. 
If this style is properly executed, it looks 
manly and is injurious to no one.

ward with tho regular and deliberate 
motion of tiio piston-rod on tho loco- 
motive orgine.

result, after a few weeks' practice, in its 
dislocation. To make this stylo of car- 
rying tho cane esp-dally effective, it is 
requisite that tho experimenter shall 
have on ono of tho largo box overcoats, 
with abundant loo*cne.»s in tho back, sc 
that every movement of the cane will 
result in tho production of at least four 
creases or folds in this part of tho gar- 
ment. It is really a study to watch the 
dude in his now venture. Tho most sur- 
prising part of it is tho faet that he 
should haiie sufficient brains to accom- 
plish all the details with such nicoty as 
he usually does. 


A stylo of carrying a cane wliich is 


affected by somo men—is to catch it near 
the point with tho handle turned up- 
ward, and then to swing it slightly back- 
ward and forward. It requires a man of 
more than average presence, with a tall 
and commanding figure, to do this well. 
The small man should never attempt it. 


The athlete has a habit of grasping his 


cane somewhat as if it were a club, 
which it usually is, with the point down, 
and the elbow of the arm that carries it 
almost at right angles with the body. As

ho walks lie moves the cano slightly ant 
gives the impression that he is prepares 
to use it in some emergency. 


The sensible man always carries his 


cane with the point downward and for- 
ward. That makes mistakes or acci 
dents impossible. 
Usually ho grasps the 


cane by tho handle, swinging it back- 
ward and forward and allowing the 
point to strike tho pavement. In this 
way he obtains from tho cano what il 
undoubtedly was originated for—sup- 
port. Tho awkward man should never 
be allowed to carry a cane.

A MAMMOTH KITE. 


The largest in tho United State*, and 


Four Men Con Hardly Hold It. 


Four young men—-Lun T. Bunnell, 


Arthur C. Bunnell, A. Andrus, and 
Wallace T. Cook, of Ferryville, Conn, 
—are the originators and makers of a 
kite which is probably the largest in 
tho United States, if not in tho world. 
It was constructed about a year ago. 
The dimensions of the kite are: Length 
of upright stick, 1G4 feet; of cross 
stick, 124 feet; of tail (made of stout 
rope, in which are secured large pieces 
of sacking and burlaps), HO feet; area 
of canvas, about 200 square feet. 
A 


clothes lino is used for the string, 
which is 1,200 feet long. 


Recently, during a high wind, the 


kite was launched into space for the 
first time. 
After it was well started, 


four young men held the string, and at 
a height of nearly 1,000 feet, with their 
united efforts, they were unable to 
manage it, and were dragged for quite 
a distance. 


They required the help of two others 


to reach a tree near the home of Mr. 
Andrus, where the end of the clothes- 
line was tied, and tho kite sailed grace- 
fully over tho village until nightfall, 
at an altitude of over l.OHO feet. 
On 


account of the prevailing high wind, it 
was found that tho tail was too bhort, 


nm5 a common sheet was used to ob- 
tain the necessary length. This, when 
he kite was at its greatest height, ap- 
icared no larger than a man's band, 
fho whole affair was manufactured in- 
so scientific'a* manner that fe.i tlio first 
:rial a perfect balance was obtained.

Mr. Ewing's bill 


abolishing the state board of agriculture 
was recommended to pass by the com- 
mittee on agriculture. Judging by the 
indications, the life of this board is rap- 
idly approaching an end. 
Other com- 


mittees had apparently not been work- 
ing as hard as the judiciary committee 
had, for they had either very few bills 
to ieport on or none at all. 
Johannes 


Eopelke, chairman of the committee on 
temperance, had a number of bills to re- 
port on. 
Some of them went to the 


right among the sheep, and more were 
sent to the left among the goats.

have a current strong enough to equal 
ten horse power. The mechanical power 
needed to start a street car is not esti- 
mated right by a great many persons 
While a horse can start the oar it is be- 
yond its natural exertion. Therefore it 
would require perhaps a ton-horse- 
power to start the oar. Here lies the 
difficulty of perfecting a storage battery 
strong in current, yet not bulky, am 
those interested are sanguine that this 
difficulty has been bridged and success 
attained in the Slattery battery. The 
apparatus will be fitted to a street oar, 
which ia already waiting at the works 
and s test will be given probably next 
week.

A basket load 
may be obtained in Sydney markets, 
during the season, for a few cents. 


A MINNESOTA court has decided that 


the man who pays for the lower berth 
in a sleeping oar is entitled to have the 
upper berth closed, and hence to the 
use of the section unless the upper berth 
ia sold to some other traveler. This is 
probably good law, and is certainly 
pood sense; but the strict application 
of the rule may work some inconveni- 
ence.

open and make up the upper berth 
that it may be occupied by some newly 
booked traveler.

A WONDERFUL WORD. 


DR. TALMAGE 
PREACHES AN 


ABLE SERMON ON "COME." 


Tbli Word May Be Used for Good or tot 


Evil— It I» Found Many Times In the 
Sorlpturoi— It Beukons, Other Words 


Dr. Talmago chose the following texts 


for his sermon: "Como" (Uun. vi, 18); 
"Come" (Kev. xxii, 17). 


Imperial, tender and all persuasive h 


this word "Couie." SK hundred and 
seventy-eight times is it found in tho 
Scriptures. It stands at the front gato 
of the Bible as in my text, inviting ante- 
diluvians into Noah's ark, and it stands 
at the other gate of the Bible as in my 
second text, inviting tho post-diluvlana 
into the ark of a Saviour's 
mercy. 


"Come" is only a word of four letters, 
but it is the queen of words, and nearly 
the entiro nation of English vocabulary 
bows to its scepter. 
It is an ocean Into 


which empties ten thousand rivers of 
meaning. Other words drive, but this 
beckons. 


All moods of feeling hath that word 


"Come." Sometimes it weeps and some- 
times it laughs. 
Sometimes it prays, 


sometimes it tempts and sometimes it de- 
stroys. It sounds from the door of church 
and from tho seraglios of sin, from the 
Kates of heaven and the gates of hell. 
It is confluent and accrescent of all 
power. It is tho heiress of moss of the 
past and tho almoner of most of tho 
future. "Come!" You may pronounce 
il so that all the heavens will bo heard 
m its cadences, or pronounce it so that 
all the woes of time and eternity shall 
reverberate in its one syllable. It is on 
the lip of saint and profligate. It is the 
mightiest of all solicitants either for 
good or bad. 


To-day I weigh anchor, and haul In 


the planks and set sail on that great 
word, although I am suro I will not be 
able to reach the farther shore. I will 
let down the fathoming lino into this sea 
aad try to measure its depths, and, 
though I tie together ail the cables and 
cordage I have on board, I will not bo 
able to touch the bottom. All the power 
of the Christian religion is in that word 
'Come," The dictatorial and command- 
atory In religion is of no avail. The im- 
perative mood is not tho appropriate 
mood when we would have people sav- 
ingly Impressed. 
They may be coaxed, 


but they cannot bo driven. 


Our hearts are like our homes; at a 


friendly knock the door will be opened, 
but an attempt to force open our door 
would land tho assailant in prison. Our 
theological seminaries which keep young 
men three years In their curriculum be- 
fore launching them into tho ministry, 
will do well if in so short a time they can 
teach the candidates for the holy office 
how to say with right emphasis and in- 
tonation and 
power that one word 


"Come!" That man who has such effi- 
ciency In Christian work, and that wo- 
man who has such power to persuade 
people to quit the wrong and begin the 
right, went though a. series of losses, be- 
reavements, persecutions, and the trials 
of twenty or thirty years before they 
could maKe it a triumph of grace every 
tlrao they uttered the word "Como." 


You must remember that in many 


cases onr "come" has a mightier "come" 
to conquer before it has any effect at all. 
Just give me tho accurate census, the 
statistics, of how many are down in 
fraud, in drunkenness, in gambling, in 
impurity or in vice of any sort, and I will 
give you the accurate census or statistics 
of how many have been slain by the 
word "come." 
"Come and click wine 


glasses with me at this ivory bar." 


Come and see what we can win at this 


gambling table." "Come, enter with me 
this doubtful speculation!" 
"Come with 


me and read those Infidel tracts on 
Christianity." "Come with me to a place 
of bad amusement.'1 
"Corao with me In 


a gay bout through underground New 
York.'1 If in this city there are twenty 
thousand who are down in moral charac- 
ter, then twenty thousand fell under the 
power of the word '"come." 


I was reading of a wife whose husband 


had been overthrown by strong drink, 
and she wont to the saloon where he was 
ruined and said: 
"Give me back my 


husband." 
And the bartender, pointed 


to a maudlin and battered man drowsing 
In the corner of tho bar-room said: 
There he 18. 'Jim, wako up; here's 
your wife come for you.'" 
And the 


woman said: "Do you call that my hus- 
band? 
What have you been doing with 


him? Is that the ma'nly brow? 
Is that 


the clear eye? Is that the noble heart 
that I married? 
What vile drug have 


you given him that has turned him Into 


fiend? 
Take your tiger claws off of 


him. Uncoil those serpent folds of evil 
habit that aro crushing him. Give me 
back my husband, the one with whom I 
Stood at the altar ton years ago. Give 
him back to me!" 
Victim was he, as 


millions of others have been, of the word 
'come!" 
Now we want all tho world over to 


harness this word for good as others 
have harnessed it for evil, and it will 
draw the five continents and the seas be- 
tween them; yea, it will draw the whole 
eartu back to the God from which it has 
wandered. 
It is that wooing and per- 


suasive word that will lead men to give 
up their sins. 
Was skepticism ever 


brought Into love of tho truth by an ebul- 
lition of hot words against infidelity? 
Was ever the blasphemer stopped in his 
oaths by denunciation of blasphemy? 
Was ever a drunkard weaned from his 
cups by the temperance lecturer's mimi- 
cry of staggering step and hiccough? 
No. It was, "Como with me to church 
to-day and hear our singing;" "Coma 
and let me introduce you to a Christian 
man whom you will be suro to admire;" 
"Coma with ma into associations that 
are cheerful and good and inspiring;" 
"Come with me into joy such as yon 
never before experienced." 


With that word which has done so 


much for others I approach you to-day. 
Are you all right with God? "No," you 
say, "I think not; I am sometimes 
alarmed when I think of Him; I fear I 
will not be ready to meet Him in the last 
day; my heart is not right with God." 
Come, then, and have it made right. 
Through tho Christ who died to save 
you, cornel What is the use in waiting? 
Tho longer you wait the further off you 
are and the deeper you are down. Strike 
out for heaven! You remember that a 
few years ago a steamer called the 
Princess Alice, with a crowd of ex- 
cursionists aboard, sank in the Thames, 
and there was an awful sacrifice of life. 
A boatman from tho shore put out for 
the rescue, and he had a big boat, and 
ho got It so full it would not hold an- 
other person, and as he laid hold of the 
oars to pull for the sbore, leaving hun- 
dreds helpless and drowning, ho cried 
out, "Oh, that I had a bieger boat!" 
Thank God, I am not thus limited, and 
that I can promise room for all in this 
gospel boat. Got in; get In! And yet 
there is room. Room in the heart of a 
pardoning God. Room In heaven. 


I also apply tho word of my text to 


those who would like practical comfort. 
If any ever escape tho struggle of life, I 
have not found them. They are not cer- 
tainly among the prosperous classes. In 
most cases it was a struggle all the way 
up till they reached the prosperity, and 
slnco they have reached these heights 
there have been perplexities, anxieties 
and crises which >\ . , o almost enough to 
shatter the nerves and turn tho braiu. 
It would bo hard to tell which havo tho 
biggest fight in this world—the pros- 
perities or tho adversities, tho conspicui- 
tios or tho obscurities. Just as soon as 
you havo enough success to attract tho 
attention of others, tho ouvios and jeal- 
ousies arc lot loose from their kennels. 
Tho greatest crime that you can commit 
lu tho estimation of others is to get on 
better than they do. They think your 
addition Is their subtraction. 
Five hun- 


dred persons start for a certain goal of 
success; one reaches tt, and the other 
four hundred and ninety-nine aro mad. 
It would take volumes to hold the story 
of the wrongs, outrages and defamations 
that have come upon -you 'as a result of 
your success. The warm sun of pros- 
perity brings Into lite a swamp full of 
atmoylnR Insects. 


classes have their struggles for mainte- 
nance. To achieve a livelihood by ono 
who had nothing- to start with, and after 
a while for a family as well, aud carry 
this on until children aro reared and 
educated and fairly started in tho world, 
and to do this amid all tho rivalries of 
business, and the uncertainty of crops, 
and the fickleness of tariff legislation, 
with an occasional labor strike, and hero 
and there a financial panic thrown in, Is 
a mighty thing to do, and there aro 
hundreds and thousands of such heroes 
and heroines who live unsung and die- 
nnhonored. 
What wo all need, whether 


up or down In life or half way between, 
Is the infinite solaco of tho Christian re- 
ligion. 
And so wo employ tho word 


"Come!" It will take all eternity to find 
out the number of business men who 
have been strengthened by tho oromises 
of God, and the people who havo been 
fed by tho ravens when other resources 
gave out, and the men and women who, 
going Into this buttle armed only with 
needle or saw or ax or yardstick or pen 
or typo or shovel or shoelast, hava 
gained a victory that made the heavens 
resound. 
With all tho resources of God 


promised for every exigency, no ono need 
bo loft in the lurcb. 


I like the faith displayed years ago in 


Drury Lane, London, in a humble home 
wher<3 every particle of fooJ had given 
out, and a kindly soul entered with tea 
aud other table supplies, and found the 
kettle on the fire ready for the tea. 
The 


benevolent lady said, "How Is it that you 
have the kettle ready for the tea when 
you had no tea in tho house?" 
And the 


daughter in the homo said, "Mother 
would havo me put the kettle on the fire, 
and when I said, 'What is tho use of do- 
Ing so, when we havo nothing iu tho 
house?' sho said: 'My child, God will 
provide. Thirty years he has already1 
provided for me through my pain and 
helplessness, and Ho will not Icavo mo 
to starve at last. Ilo will send us help 
though we do not yet sec how.' We have 
been waiting all day for something to 
come, but until wo saw you we know not 
how it was to como." Such things the 
world may call coincidences, but I call 
thorn almighty deliverances, and though 
you do not hear of them, they are oc- 
curring every hour of every day and In 
all parts of Christendom. 


But the word "Como" applied to those 


who need solace will amount to nothing 
unless it be uttered by some one who has 
experienced that solaco. That spreads 
the responsibility of giving this gospel 
call among a groat many. Those who 
have lost property and been consoled by 
religion In that trial are the ones to In- 
vite those who have failed in business. 
Those who have lost their health and 
been consoled by religion, aro the ones 
to Invite those who are in poor health. 
Those who have had bereavements and 
boon consoled In those bereavements are 
the ones to sympathize with those who 
have lost father or mother or companion 
or child or friend. What multitudes of us 
are alive to-day, and in good health and 
bouyant in this journey of life, who 
would have been broken down or dead 
long ago, but for the sustaining and 
cheering help of our holy religion! So 
we say "Come!" Tho well is not dry. 
The buckets are not empty. The sup- 
ply is not exhausted. There Is just as 
much mercy and condolence and sooth- 
ing power in God as before the first 
grave was dug, or the first tear started, 
or tho first heart broken, or tho first ac- 
cident happened, or the first fortune van- 
ished. Those of us who have felt the 
consolatory power of religion have a 
right to speak out of our own experiences 
and say "Come!" 


What dismal work of condolence the 


world makes when it attempts to con- 
dolel Tho plaster they spread does not 
stick. 
The broken bones under their 


bandage do not knit. A farmer was lost 
In the snow storm on a prairie of the far 
west. Night coming on, and after he 
was almost frantic from not knowing 
which way to go, his sleigh struck the 
rnt of another sleigh, and he said, "I 
will follow this rut, and it will take mo 
out to safety." 
Ho hastened on until 


he heard 
tho 
bells of the 
pro- 


ceeding horses, but, coming up, 
ha 


found that that man was also lost, and, 
as is the tendency of those who are thus 
confused in tho forests or on the moors, 
they were both moving in a circle, and 
.ho runner of the ono lost sleigh was fol- 
owing tho runner of the other lostsleigh 
round and round. At last it occurred to 
them to look at the north star, which 
was peering through tho night, and by 
•he direction of that star they got home 
again. Those who follow tho advlco of 
.his world in time of perplexity are in a 
fearful round, for it is one bewildered 
soul following another bewildered soul, 
and only those who have In such time 
[ot their eye on the morning star of our 
Christian faith can find their way out, or 
>e strong enough to lead others with an 
all persuasive invitation. 


"But," says some one, "you Christian 


>eoplo keep tolling us to 'come,' yot you 
lo not tell us how to come." That 
charge shall not be true on this occasion. 
Tome believing! Come repenting! Come 
praying! After all that God has been 
doing for six thousand years, some time 
.hroueh 
patriarchs 
and 
sometimes 


through the culmination of all tragedies 
on Golgotha, can any one think that God 
vill not welcome your coming? 
Will a ' 


'ather at vast outlay construct a man- 
sion for his son, and layout parks white 
with statutes and green with foliage.and 
all a-sparkle with fountains, and then 
not allow his son to live in tho house or 
walk in the parks? Has God built this 
louse of gospel mercy, and will He then 
refuse entrance to His children? Will 
a government at great expense build 
ife saving stations all along tho coast, 
and boats that can hover unhurt liko a 
jetrel over the wildest surge, and then 
when the lifeboat has reached the wreck 
of a ship in the offing not allow the 
drowning to siezo tho lifeline or take the 
joat for the shore in safety? Shall God 
provide at tho cost of His only Son's as- 
sassination escape for a sinking world, 
and then turn a deaf car to the cry that 
comes up from tho breakers? 


"But," you say, "there are so many 


things I have to believe, and so many 
things in the shape of a creed that I have 
lo adopt, that I am kept back." No, no! 
You need not believe but two things— 
namely, that Jesus Christ camo into the 
world to save sinners, and that you are 
one of them. "But," you say, "I do be- 
lieve both of these things!" Do you 
really believe them with all your heart? 
"Yes." 
Why, then you have passed 


trom death into life. Why, then you are 


son or daughter of tho Lord Almighty. 


Why, then you aro an heir or heiress of 
an Inheritance that will declare dividends 
from now until long after the stars are 
deadl Hallelujah! 
Prince of God, why 


lo you not como and tako your coronet? 
Princess of tho Lord Almighty, why do 
you not mount your throne? 
Pass up 


into tho light. Your boat is anchored, 
why do you not go ashore? 
Just plant 


your feet hard down, and you will feel 
under thorn the Rock of Ages. 


I challenge tho universe for one In- 


stance In which a- man in tho right spirit 
appealed for tho salvation of tho gospol 
and did not get it. 
M%n alive! aro you 


joing to lot all the years of your life go 
away with you without your having this 
groat peace, this 
glorious hope, this 


bright expectancy? Aro you going to lot 
tho pearl of great price lio in tho dust at 
your feet because you aro too indolent or 
too proud to stoop down and pick It up? 
Will you wear tho chain of evil babit 
when near by you is tho hammer that 
could with one stroke snap tho shackle? 
Will you stay in the prison of sin when 
here is a gospol key that could unlock 
your incarceration? No: no! As tho one 
word "Come" has sometimes brought 
many souls to Christ, I will try (ho ex- 
periment of piling up into a mountain 
and then sending down in an avalancho 
of power many of thoso gospol "Comos." 
;iComo thou and all thy house Into tha 
ark;" "Como unto me all ye who labor 
and are heavy laden and I will glvo you 
rest;" "Come, for ail things aro now 
ready;" "Tho Spirit and tbo Brido say 
*Come;' and let him that \hearetb say 
'Come' and let him that is athirsf come."

Was Columbus a Jew? 


Jews figure prominently in the history 


of the discovery of America. The plans 
ana calculations for Columbns' expedi- 
tion were largely the work of two He- 
brew astronomers and mathematicians. 
Two Jews, also, were employed as in- 
terpreters by Columbus, and one of 
them, Luis de Torres, was the first 
European to set foot in the new world. 
When Columbus sighted the island of 
San Salvador he imagined he was ap- 
proagliiijg a portion of the east Asiatic 
eoastand he sent Torres—who was en- 
gaged for his knowledge of Arabic— 
ashore to make inquiries of the natives. 


It was, probably, this Torres who was 


tho Madrid Jew to whom Columbus 
bequeathed half a mark of silver in his 
will. Another curious fact is that it has 
beeu serionsly suggested, by Dr. De- 
litxsch, we believe, that Columbus him- 
self was a Jew, or of Jewish birth. The 
name 
Christopher 
was 
frequently 


adopted by converts, while the surname 
Colon was borne by a 
distinguished 


family of Jewish scholars. Christopher's 
brother, Diego, bore originally the Jew- 
ish name Jacob, which sounds surpris- 
ngly like a Shem Kadosh. Perhaps 
some Jewish scholars in Italy will make 
inquire' into the validity of this daring 
suggestion.—Jeiviali World,

to mold them to any desired shape. 
The- leather shoe is said to possess dis- 
tinct advantages over that of iron, with 
superior efficiency in every way. 
The 


leather shoe weiehs 4J pounds against 
2U pounds for iron, and will wear three 
times as long; More thun this, it has a 
Creator co-etficient of friction, so that 
10 pounds air pressure is as effective 
v» 70 pounds with iron brake shoes. 
There is one pre-eminent benefit which 
ihc introduction of tho leather brake 
shoe would confer 
on communities 


which are subjected to the necessary 
evil of the elevated railroads. They 
.vouhl thus bo spared the dangerous 
showers of iron particles which now in- 
jure so many eyes. Au attempt has al- 
ready been made to remedy this serious 
source of danger by the use of com- 
pressed paper. This, however, was 
found to be impracticable. 
It is earn- 


estly hoped that the new shoe will stand 
the test of practical work.

The Wnr 1'criud Treasurer Crosses t!i* 


Hark ItlYor. 


Framis Elias Spinner, who was for 


many years Treasurer of tho TJui'-ed 
States, died in New Orleans, of cancer, 
at thu advanced ago of 89 years. His 
curious signature, adopted to make 
imitation difficult, which appeared on 
United States currency for so manv 
years, was familiar to the people ol 
the whole country. He was born at 
German Flats (now Mohawk), N. Y.f 
in 1802. 
His father, John Peter Spin; 


net, was a priest from Baden, Ger- 
many, -who became a Protestant, en- 
tered tho ministry and came to this 
country. Ho became pastor of the 
Gorman Reformed Church at German 
Flats aud Herkimer in 1801. 


He gave his son a most careful edu' 


cation and had him taught two trades. 
Ho first apprenticed him. to a confec- 
tioner iu Albany aud then to a saddler 
at Amsterdam. In 1824 tho vouug 
man went into business for himself at

It Is undoubtedly true that very few 


men know how to carry n cane properly. 
In tiw hands of most this accessory to 
civilization Is a tortnrvstiinu Instrument, 
dar.ffcrous alike tn him who carries It 
and tlm public at large.

who carry canes drop them at inoppor- 
tune moments and lose their temper 
bccanso of tho dlfflcultlos thoy have to 
overcome to regain possession of thorn? 
How many awkward m<tn trip ovor their 
canns? How many jab the points into 
tho bodies and faces of long-sn(taring 
fellow citizens? 


But observe Itrnmmcl's style. Ilia cano 


Is not like that of to-day, but moro liko 
tho staff of tho drum-major. It Is vory 
tall, heavy, and hard to hancllo. Ho ex- 
tonds hi* arm gracefully and doHborato- 
ly, and lets tho point strlko tho ground 
firmly, but not vloluntly. Ills grip Is 
perhaps quarter-way from the top. As 
ho moves forward ho lifts his cane with 
as deliberate action as before, draws It 
toward his choat, allowing It te approach 
to within about six Inches of tho samo, 
aud then repeats hfa first motions. If 
Itoan wcro alive to-day, undoubtedly ho 
would handle tho present cano In tho 
same graceful stylo. 


Thero aro many ways of carrying tho 


cane at present. Of these the ono whirh 
is least offensive is that which may bu 
termed tho college way. Tho college man 
grips tho handle of his cano between his 
thumb and forefinger, and in walking 
produces a sort of pendulum movement 
with a stop at every swing, whom tho 
point of tho cano strikes tlio pavement. 
If this stylo Is properly executed, it looks 
manly and Is Injurious tn no ono. Tho 
dudo has latoly discovered something 
now.

To make this stylo of car- 
rying the cano especially effective, ft Is 
requisite that tho experimenter shall 
have on ono of tho largo box overcoats, 
with abundant looseness in the back, so 
that every movement of the cane will 
result in tho production of at leant four 
creases or folds in this part of the gar- 
ment. It is really a study to watch the 
dude In his now venture. The most sur- 
prising part of it is tho fact that ho 
should havo sufficient brains to accom- 
plish all tho details with such nicety as 
he usually does. 


A stylo of carrying a cano which ii 


affected by some men—is to catch It ncai 
the point with the handlu turned up- 
ward, and then to swing it slightly back- 
ward and forward. It requires a man of 
more than average presence, with a tall 
and commanding figure, to do this well. 
Tho small man should never attempt it. 


Tho atblote has a habit of grasping his

Four young men—Lun T. BtmneH, 


Arthur O. Bunnoll, A. Andrnn, and 
Wallace T. Cook, of Ferryvillo, Conn. 
—are the originators and makers of m 
kite which is probably the largest ia 
tho United States, if not in tho world. 
It was constructed about a rear ago.

Strike 
out for heaven! You remember that a 
Few yean ago a steamer called the 
Princess Alice, with a crowd of ex- 
cursionists aboard, sank in the Thames, 
and there WM an awful sacrifice of life. 
A boatman from tho shore put out for 
the rescue, and he had a big boat, and 
he got It ao full it would not hold an- 
other person, and as he laid hold of the 
oars to pull for the shore, leaving hun- 
dnda helpless and drowning, ho cried 
out, "Oh, that I had a bl-rger boat!" 
Thank God, I am not thus limited, and 
that I can promise room for all In this 
gospel boat. Get in; get Inl And yet 
there is room. Room In tho heart of a 
pardoning God.

I also apply the word of my text to 


those who would llko practical comfort. 
If any ever escape the struggle of life, 1 
have not found them. They are not cer- 
tainly among the prosperous classes. In 
most cases it was a struggle all tha waj 
up till they reached tho prosperity, am 
sinco they have reached those heights 
thoro have been perplexities, anxieties 
and crises which ^ . ,-e almost enough to 
shatter the nerves and turn tho brain. 
It would be hard to toll which have the 
biggest fight In this world— the pros- 
perities or the adversities, the consptcui 
ties or tho obscurities. Just as soon as 
you have enough success to attract the 
attention of others, tha ouvlos audjeal 
atisles aro let loose from tbolr kennels. 
The greatest crime that you can commf 
In the estimation of olhnra is to get on 
batter than they do. Tliny think your 
addition Is their subtraction. Five hun- 
dred persona start for a certain goal o 
success; one reaches It, and the other 
four hundred and ninety-nine aro mad 
It would take volumes to hold the story 
of thft.wronts, outrages and defamation 
thaVhijve come, upon -you as ireaulto 
your success. The warm sun of pros- 
perity brings into Wo » swamp fnllo 


lasses havo their strugicles for malnte- 
ance. To aeliiovo a livelihood by ono 


who had nothing to start with, and after 


while for a family us well, atid carry 
his on until children aro reared and 
educated and fairly started in tho world, 


nd to do this utuld all the rivalries of 
msluess, and tiiu uncertainty of crops, 
nd theCekleucss of tariff legislation, 


with an occasional labor strike, and hero 
and there a llnancial panic thrown In, Is 


» mighty tiling to do, aud there aro 
mndreds and thousands of such heroes 
and heroines who Hvo unsung and dlo 
inhonored. What wo all need, whether 
ipor down In life or half way between, 
s tho Intinito solace of tho Christian re- 
gion. 
Aud so wo employ the word 


•Cornel" It will take all eternity to find 
ut tho number of business men who 
ave been strengthened by tho promises 
f Uod, and tho people who Lave been 
ed by tho ravens when other resources 
avouut, aud thoinou and women who, 


going into this battle armed only with 
eedle or saw or ax or yardstick or pea 
r type or shove! or slioelast, have 
;atned a victory that mado tiie heavens 
resound. With all tho resources of God 
romlsed for every exigency, no ono need 
Uoloft in tbo lurch.
